During thi.3 interview I-iarina O/rwald 
requested the Reporting A.gent to tr ms Late to James 1 tar tin 
her appreciation of the Thanksgiving Jay dinner at 
Martin haae. She also as iced the Reporting Agent to express 
her gratitude for their kindness and hospitality and further 
wished to know if the Martin family 1-* kg»d her. Apparently 
a previous offer had been made by the Martini to Marina 
Oswald to move into their acme and become a part of their 
• household. Apparently Marina Oswald had accepted this 
invitation at a previous tine. The Reporting Agent vas not 
present at the time the conversation concerning her living 
with the Martin's took place. Marina Oswald, after learning 
from the Reporting Agent *3 translation of Mr. Martin's 
assurance that his family liked her, then wished to know 
hew long she might remain with the Martin's and under rrhat 
conditions. James Martin stated that she could stay with 
them as long as she wished, that they wished no compensation 
from her other than helping around the house. Although 
arrangga en ts had been made to move her into the Martin 
household that n ight, Marina Oswald requested tM q be post- 
poned until the following day.

At the conclusion of the conversation between Marins Oswald, 
Robert Oswald and Janos Martin, Robert Oswald told tne 
Reporting Agent or his personal dislike of Ruth Paine. 

Sobert Oswald also mentioned his nether 1 3 dislike of Ruth 
Paine and stated that they did not wish Marina to have any- 
thin? further to do with Ruth Paine. He did not elaborate 
on bi3 reasons, merely stating that Mrs. Paine was a bad 
influence on Marina. At this particular time Marina indicated 
that the would do anything Robert wished her to do ■->■<- stated 
that she trusted Robert cctcolecalT. 
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On December 4 while interviewing Marina at the Martin home 
concerning a rifle range where her deceased husband tai.ght 
have done sane rifia practice, Hr. Martin appeared at the 
house with an Individual . whom he introduced to the Reporting 
i\gent 3.3 Atcomey achn M, Thom, ~rho maintained offices in 
Prairie, T areas. Mr. Martin stated that he had lincwn 
Thom for acraetine and that Hr. Thom was willing to 
handle .-nr ina 1 a legal affairs. Mr. Thom immediately asked 
the Reporting Agent whether Marina Oswald had been involved

in any criminal actions with her husband as ha, Thom, was not 
3. criminal lawyer. Mr. Thom stated he was willing to re- 
present Marina Oswald only in connection with her personal 
business affairs. The Reporting Agent told Mr. Thom that 
insofar a3 Marina was concamed at present there were no 
indicati o ns that she had. been involved in hoy husband’s 
alleged assassination of President Kennedy. However, the 
Reporting Agent stated that it was entirely no to Mr. Thom' 
whet her ae chose to accent Marina Oswald as his client. 



Hr. Thom stated that ha could not represent Marina without 
compensation and also suggested at that tine dxi£ Mr. Jons 3 
Martin be appointed by Marina as her Business Manager. Marina 
Oswald agreed to have Mr. Thom act as hex representative in 
legal matters and also agreed to have Mr. Martin as her 
Business Manager. Upon Mr. Thorn’s additional suggestion she 
further agreed that appropriate contracts should be drawn by 
Mr. Thorn, tor the purpose of binding thi .3 agreeaent. At 
this time no mention was made relative to the matter of 
compensation and fees. 



Cn December 6, 1963, while interviewing Marina Oswald at the 
^ i ^ I 'tin residence concerning the attsnpted assassination of 
General v' a 1 k er and other matters, Mr. Martin talephoned the 
residence and asked to speak with the Reporting Agent. In 
tne ensuing telephone conversation with the Reporting Agent, 
Hr. Martin asked if this Agent had read the contracts drawn 
by Attorney Thom. The Reporting Agent stated he had not. 
Itr. Martin stated cant the terms or th** contracts provided 
zor 10Z of Marina Oswald's income to go Co Mr. Thom for 
attorney's faesj 10Z of her -income to go to Robert Oswald 
a3 her adviser; and 151 to go to Mr. Martin as her Business 
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Manager. Mr. Martin stated that ha actually wanted cuiy 10% 
as ilia fed and the additional 0” was to be considered as 
incidental expenses in connection vith rinding liters for 
Marina's stories, etc. Mr. Martin was asked by the Report- 
ing Agent if the above percentara fees vera based on monies 
received by Marina Oswald rren various contribution and dona- 
tions frees pecola tiuroughouc the Uxi tad States, iir. TLarfin 
stated that even though the ccn tracts cram tip by Mr. Thom 
seesaed co indicate this would be the case, that it could 
ba specifically stated in the cc c tracrs that the contracts

The Reporting Agent further stated that this 
telephone conversation would be related in full to Marina 
Oswald. Mhen the above inxorsatica was reported to Marina 
Oswald, she stated that she bad seen the contracts but that 
she had not understood them. Severer , the terms as related 



to her were agreeable as to the percentages as she felt .that 
if the parties involved could — ahz - neney for th ms elves , it 
would nean sonsy for her, too. Again the Reporting Agent 
suggested aha obtain th e services cf sn interpreter or 
translator from among her Russian friends to assist bar 
in going over frh«» contracts before she signed then.. 3he 
Stated that she trusted both hr. Martin and Mr. 
implicitly. 



Cn December 10, 1S63, Marina Oswald advised the Reporting 
Agent that she had signed the contracts the previous evening. 
She stated that she had signed on the aforementioned t arcs 
the ecucract3 between her and Mr. Them, Mr. Martin and Robert 
Oswald for a period ox ten years, and chat Robert Oswald had 
read and approved the contracts , also. 

Cn December 11, 1363, Marina was. seen by the Reporting Agent 
and other Agents at the Parkland Horpitsl vhsrs 3 he and hex 
children were driven by Hr. Martin for cceck-up examinations . 
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
